Magistrates consider budget for FY 2014-15 


Proposed county budget is $5.6 million

Casey County Fiscal 
Court magistrates got an 
early glimpse into what the 
county’s finances will look 
like for FY 2014-15 at its 
meeting on March 17. 

Judge-Executive Ronald 
Wright gave the four mag¬ 
istrates — David Phelps, 
David “Frog” Wethington, 
Kenny Morgan, and Jamie 
Maupin — the tentative 
budget, which by law must 
be approved by July 1. 

“This is just a budget 
to take home and look at 
— a worksheet budget. It 
doesn’t have the jail bud¬ 


get incorporated into it 
yet,” Wright said. 

Jailer Tommy Miller 
submitted a budget to the 
court during the meeting. 
See the accompanying 
story on the jail budget in 
today’s edition. 

Suggested budget 

The budget for FY 2013- 
14, without the jail budget 
included, was $5.1 million 
while the proposed budget 
is $5.6 million. 

The proposed budget 
includes slightly more 
than $2.2 million for the 
general fund, down about 
$800,000 from last year. 


County Treasurer Deb¬ 
bie Vaughn said that the 
$1 million grant for the 
new college was removed 
from the general fund and 
placed into a separate line 
item. 

“Since this is a lot of 
money it’s easier to keep 
track of and the auditors 
approved this,” Vaughn 
said. 

In addition, the new pro¬ 
posed budget shows $1.8 
million for the road fund, 
an increase of approxi¬ 
mately $100,000. 

There’s also $92,605 in 
the LGEA fund, $480,400

Detention Center budget 
presented at $3.2 million 

The Casey County Detention Center’s 2014-15 bud¬ 
get came in at $524,257 less than last year, with the 
total jail budget being $3.2 million and total for jail 
operations, $1.9 million. 

Casey County Jailer Tommy Miller presented the 
budget to fiscal court on March 17, citing lower inmate 
population for the decrease. Miller said that due to the 
state offering lighter sentences, home incarceration, 
and drug programs, the inmate population is down. 

“They’re turning a lot of state inmates loose and we 
probably lose 10-12 a week,” Miller said. “ That’s the 
reason our budget is down, just because of the mere 
fact the inmate population is down.” 

Total jail operations, which includes staff salaries, 
medical expenses, training, vehicles, equipment, and

County roads slated 
to be resurfaced

Four county roads are on the books to be resurfaced in 
2014-15, thanks to proposed funds that will come from the 
Kentucky Transportation Cabinet through the Rural Second¬ 
ary Road Program. 

William Lucas, Section Supervisor with the KTC in Stan¬ 
ford, presented four recommendations to Casey County Fis¬ 
cal Court on March 17. 

“Casey County’s mral secondary road allotment for this 
next fiscal year is $1,717,401. Casey County’s State Rural 
Secondary Road System has a total of 153.038 miles,” Lucas 
said. 

Lucas said that routine maintenance costs are set at 
$728,900, leaving $984,639 for road improvement, from 
which $307,376 is allotted for county flex funds. 

Roads recommended to be resurfaced include: 

■ Ky. 206 from the Adair County line for about 4.5 miles 
to the intersection with North Hatfield Road. 

■ Ky. 551 from the Adair County line for just over a mile 
to Bmsh Creek bridge. 

■ Ky. 1649 from the intersection with Vest Road to the 
intersection with Ky. 837, just under a mile. 

■ Ky. 1615 from the intersection with Ky. 551 and going 
1.8 miles to the intersection of Ky. 1547. 

Lucas said that these are recommendations that will be 
submitted to Frankfort for final approval. 

Wright told magistrates that additional recommendations 
could be made and submitted through his office. 

Additionally, Lucas said that the KTC is also looking at 
other issues that Wright had raised such as improving sight 
distance at the intersection of Ky. 501 and Ky. 70 near 
Yosemite. 

“This has been a problem for years and we’re going to look 
into it and see if we can do something. It’s a pretty big project 
to tackle,” Lucas said. 

Wright has also asked Lucas about some rippling in the 
road on West Ky. 70. 

“We’re going to try and take care of that with some mainte¬ 
nance, to level that up later on in the summer,” Lucas said. 
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Bible's message is 
notjust in its words 


If you were to insist that 
what makes the Bible a spe¬ 
cial book is not its outward 
appearance — whether it’s 
bound in leather or cloth, 
colored bright pink or plain 
brown — but what’s inside 
it — its message, meaning, 
and purpose, I would heart¬ 
ily agree. 

But then again, the very 
presence of the Good Book 
can not only speak to the 
soul, it can even save a 
life. 

Just ask Dayton, Ohio 
bus driver, Rickey Wag¬ 
goner. Recently, while 
making a mechanical repair 
outside his bus, three young 
men, presumably in a gang, 
approached Waggoner and 
shot him twice in the chest. 
Luckily, or more accurately, 
providentially, Waggoner 
had a Bible in his pocket. 
The two bullets, which oth¬ 
erwise would have killed 
Waggoner, were found 
lodged inside his Bible. 

Waggoner was then able 
to fend off the assailants 
who fled. (I always heard 
the Devil runs from the 
Word of God.) 

“There was obviously 
some kind of intervention 
involved in this incident 
because (Waggoner) should 
probably not be here,” Day- 
ton Police Sgt. Michael 
Pauley said. 

Don’t you think Waggon¬ 
er will display that Bible in 
a prominent place? Picking 
it up and pointing to the 
holes left by the bullets, he 
might say, “Let me tell you 
about the time this Bible 
saved my life.” 

Waggoner’s story is dra¬ 
matic and rare. It is more 
often in less sensational 
ways that the Bible’s ap¬ 
pearance — that is, its cov¬ 
er, the texture of its pages, 
the feel of the book in the 
hands — evokes memories 
of God’s directive hand in 
life. 

As a child, I saw Dad 
carry his red leather bound 
New Testament to church 
Sunday after Sunday. I had 
forgotten about that par¬ 
ticular Bible until I was 
helping Dad after his knee 
surgery last October, and 
there it was, unobtrusively 
resting on a shelf in his 
bedroom. Years of use had 
worn away the luster on the 
leather; it was now cracked 
and faded, and the gilded 
pages tattered. But that 
didn’t stop me from ginger¬ 
ly opening it, and in so do¬ 
ing, stepping into the past, 
into the church sanctuary I 
grew up in, breathing in the 
smell of the oak pews, lis¬ 
tening to the choir sing the 
old hymns and the preacher 
exhort from the King James 
Bible. 

“You take it,” Dad told 
me when I showed it to him 
at the hospital. 

It wasn’t until I got back 
home that I noticed, when 
thumbing through it, the 
quote he must have scrib¬ 
bled during a sermon — 
“Sin will take you farther 
than you want to go, keep 
you longer than you want 
to stay, and cost you more 
than you want to pay.” 

Inside the cover was 
Dad’s name and a date, 
1961. 

Dates in a Bible can act 
almost like journal entries,

signifying spiritual markers 
in life’s journey. 

The first Bible I actually 
carried to church is dated 
December 25, 1963. It’s 
a children’s Bible with a 
sketch of Jesus and the little 
children on the cover. I was 
getting to know the Bible 
as a book of God — stories, 
mainly about a man named 
Jesus who loved little guys 
like me. 

That Bible was replaced 
exactly three years later 
with a red imitation leather 
Bible, given to me by my 
grandparents. Now I was 
growing up — my new Bi¬ 
ble resembled Dad’s. 

When I graduated from 
high school, Mom and Dad 
gave me a Thompson’s 
Chain Concordance Bible, 
my first study Bible, bound 
in “deluxe leather.” A cou¬ 
ple of years later, I held that 
Bible with sweaty palms as 
I preached my first sermon 
while doing mission work 
with my parents in Banga¬ 
lore, India. 

Dates also lined the mar¬ 
gins of Mom‘s Bible. Lord 
help the preacher who 
warmed up an old sermon 
from the back burner. Mom 
had him dead to rights with 
date and notes of when he 
last delivered it. 

On occasion I come 
across a Bible whose owner 
has passed from the scene. 
Our church custodian 
found a Bible tucked in an 
obscure comer of the build¬ 
ing. “Look at that,” Charles 
pointed out, “December 12, 
1913.” I wondered how it 
managed to go unnoticed 
for all these years. Did any¬ 
one miss it? 

And it’s notjust the dates 
that tell a story. You can tell 
a lot from what’s inside of 
a person’s Bible. A friend 
brought me an old Bible. 
It was filled with sermon 
notes, clippings, and gospel 
tracts. How did it end up 
in a used book store rather 
than with a family descen¬ 
dant? Was the owner the 
only one who carried it? 

Some Bibles are given an 
early retirement, no longer 
available for daily use. 

And sometimes that’s not 
the owner’s choice. 

I cherish the little, blue 
leather New Testament 
Mom and Dad gave my 
brother, Dougie. His short 
life ended abmptly in a 
head on collision. Inside 
the cover, under “Name,” 
is his, “Dug.” And under 
“Nearest Relative” are the 
initials “DW,” referring to 
me, his little brother and 
constant companion. 

I wish that little Book 
could have redirected an er¬ 
rant automobile like Rickey 
Waggoner’s Bible stopped 
a speeding bullet. 

But my longing plunges 
us deep into the mystery 
of tragedy and hope that’s 
found in “the strange new 
world within the Bible.” 

And for that story, we 
have to turn its pages and 
read it.

With Kentucky residents 
ranked in the top 10 in the 
nation of health related 
problems such as obesity, 
diabetes, smoking, cancer, 
and heart disease, health 
officials are searching for 
ways to help Kentuckians 
shape up. 

“In our area, it’s one of 
the unhealthiest areas in 
the state. That’s not any¬ 
thing to be proud of,” said 
Shawn Crabtree, director 
of the Lake Cumberland 
District Health Department 
in Somerset. 

Crabtree added that the 
LCDHD 10 county area, 
which includes Casey 
County, ranks poorest in 
diabetes, cancer, obesity,

been sitting in his tripod 
deer stand when the largest 
deer he had ever seen ran 
out in front of him.

the profile is to rank, or 
score, a person’s health 
and then make recommen¬ 
dations concerning issues 
that need to be addressed 
and suggestions for change, 
Crabtree said. 

Additionally, the profile 
will compose a letter that 
the person can take to their 
family doctor listing immu¬ 
nizations or vaccinations 
that should be updated and 
other possible recommend¬ 
ed screenings. 

“A female of a certain 
age might need a breast 
exam for breast cancer or 
a person of a certain age 


to drag,” he said. 

Zimmerman shot the deer 
within a one-mile radius of 
where the deer had previ¬ 
ously shed his antlers. 

As for the age of the deer, 
Wethington said that he 
judges age by the thick skin 
between the antler burrs. 

“All I’m going to say is 
this deer has age,” he said. 

After having the meat 
processed, Zimmerman 
took the deer head to Weth¬ 
ington about two weeks 
later.

vertised via The Walking 
Horse Report, which has a 
wide circulation. Spaw has 
received calls from people 
in Virginia, Tennessee, and 
Ohio. 

“People are looking into 
this. The show has the po¬ 
tential to be enormous, if 
the weather cooperates a 
bit,” Spaw said. “There are 
people looking to get their 
horses in the ring, especial¬ 
ly young horses. They want 
to get a start on the show 
season.” 

The Classic 

The Fair Spring Classic 
has 32 classes, or compe¬ 
titions, and Spaw said that 
people can earn points in 
some of the events. The 
Kentucky Walking Horse 
Association rewards the 
horse with the most points 
at the end of the season. 

The 32 classes include 
lead line; country, trail, 
and spotted pleasure; spot¬ 
ted; racking, and walking 
championships. There are 
amateur, ladies, men’s, ju¬ 
veniles, and professional 
events. 

Registration takes place 
on the day of the show and 
there are two main qualifi¬ 
cations that the horse must 
pass to be entered in the 
fair. 

“Coggins papers are 
required, that’s the first 
qualification,” Spaw said. 
“Coggins is a blood test 
that shows the horses don’t 
have a communicable dis¬ 
ease that can be passed to 
other horses. The second is 
an inspection of the horse. 
There will be inspectors at 
the site to check the feet for 
soring.” 

Soring is the process of 
getting the horse to walk 
with the distinctive high- 
stepping gait by means of 
mechanical or chemical 
application. This is a pain¬ 
ful process which uses me¬ 
chanical techniques - like 
excessively heavy weight¬ 
ed chains - or the use of 
chemical agents, like mus¬ 
tard oil or kerosene which 
bums and blisters when 
absorbed by the skin. Shoe¬ 
ing methods, known as 
pressure and stacking, have 
also been used. 

Inspectors at the fair on 
Saturday will look for signs 
of these illegal practices. 

Family Atmosphere 

Spaw said the event is 
great for families and he 
knows the joy that these 
shows can bring, especially 
to children. 

Spaw recalled a time 


when his oldest grand¬ 
daughter entered a compe¬ 
tition in Monticello. She 
had a good horse and there 
was a good indication that 
she was going to win. 

“She asked me, if we 
win, do I take a victory lap. 
I said honey don’t you dare 
come out of that ring with¬ 
out taking a victory lap,” 
Spaw said. “We call it a 
blue ribbon ride and they 
called her out as the winner 
and they hung the ribbon 
on her horse and she went 
around for a lap.” 

Spaw was at the gate, his 
usual spot when his grand¬ 
daughter is in the ring be¬ 
cause if anything happens 
that’s the quickest access 
to her. 

“When she was coming 
down that back stretch, 
where I could see her, that 
smile went from ear to ear,” 
Spaw said. “It’s a family 
sport. I enjoy it, I love it.” 

Spaw said his family has 
a little two horse trailer and 
on the weekends they pack 
up and go to the show. 

“My wife packs sand¬ 
wiches and potato salad 
and we’ll go Saturday 
night,” Spaw said. “And 
my daughter - she’s as big 
of a horse person as I am 
- has three little girls. They 
show and I show.” 

He said the people that 
typically show up for these 
events are a good group 


that are there to benefit the 
walking horses and fami¬ 
lies. 

Spaw describes them 
as good horse people, but 
warns that if you stop to 
talk with them, you better 
set aside some time. 

“Better have a minute, or 
two, or five, or ten- maybe 
an hour,” Spaw said. “They 
will tell you the complete 
history of the horse, blood 
lines, and mishaps. You get 
a chance to meet people, 
get to watch good horses - 
it’s a terrific atmosphere.” 

The Particulars 

Registration fees for the 
different classes are as fol¬ 
lows: class 1, free; classes 
2-29, $30 each; and classes 
30-32, $60 each. 

“Horses will be judged 
and we’ll pay premiums 
and give ribbons for five 
places,” Meeks said.

Fiscal Court to purchase tractor 

Meeting on March 17, magistrates approved Coun¬ 
ty-Judge Executive Ronald Wright’s request to adver¬ 
tise for bids to purchase a tractor and mower for the 
road department. Wright said that the tractor needs to 
be at least 90 hp. 

In other action, the court also: 

■ Accepted a pass-through grant for $10,000 for 
the ambulance service. Wright told magistrates that 
the service, which usually gets the grant about every 
year, will hold it for three or four years to be used as 
a $40,000 cumulative down payment on a new ambu¬ 
lance. 

■ Will conduct a study of the county’s emergency 
services radio system to try and boost the signals used 
by firefighters. Several options will be considered, 
from extending current towers to placing repeaters on 
existing towers. A $39,675 Homeland Security grant 
will fund the project. 

■ Approved an agreement between the Casey 
County Detention Center and Marion Murphy, who 
will be paid $8,120 to oversee the inmate garden at 
the Central Kentucky AG/EXPO Center. Murphy will 
be paid from canteen funds at the jail. 

■ Received a check for $53,732 from Sheriff Jerry 
Coffman for 2013 excess fees. 

■ Approved County Treasurer Debbie Vaughn’s 
financial report showing the following fund bal¬ 
ances: General Fund, $596,451.42; Road Fund, 
$1,090,005.31; Jail Fund, $418,877.34; LGEA,

Gas tank explosion damages 
two homes in Stanford 

A few facial blisters, singed hair and 
a melted windshield are a small price to 
pay for surviving an explosion as Ran¬ 
dy Wilcher learned on March 19, ac¬ 
cording to The Advocate-Messenger. 
Wilcher, 40, was working on his motor¬ 
cycle in his garage at 47 Gentry Drive 
when he lit a kerosene space heater. 
When he took the gas tank off the bike, 
the explosion occurred, according to Lin¬ 
coln County Fire Chief Danny Glass. 
The fire quickly engulfed the garage and 
spread to the attic but didn’t bum the inside 
of the house, Glass said. 

“It also damaged the side of the house 
next door, but we were told that no one lives 
there,” Glass said. 

The house sustained smoke 
and water damage, Glass added. 
Wilcher and his wife, Felicia, share the 
home with their teen daughters, Sydney 
Anderson and Tara Wilcher, who was in her 
room behind the garage when the fire broke 
out. Randy Wilcher first tried to open the 
inside garage door, which wouldn’t budge. 
“She likes to keep her headphones on, and 
she couldn’t hear me when I pounded on the 
door,” Wilcher said. “I went outside to try 
to kick the door in and that didn’t work, but 
she heard the commotion and came outside.” 
The fire also melted the headlights, 
front bumper and windshield of his 
truck, which was parked outside. 

Nursing home sues Danville 
woman charged with 
exploiting grandmother 

A Danville woman who is criminally 
charged with squandering her grandmother’s 
money on herself is now being sued by the 
nursing home where her grandmother has an 
outstanding bill of more than $80,000, ac¬ 
cording to The Advocate-Messenger. 

Charleston Health Care Center filed 
the lawsuit earlier this month in Boyle 
Circuit Court alleging that Anne Rush 
owes the facility $84,000 for the care 
of Geraldine Waits, who has been at the 
Danville nursing home since June 2010. 
The complaint claims that Rush entered into 
an agreement with Charleston to be person¬ 
ally responsible for the cost of caring for 
Waits, who suffers from dementia and other 
ailments and has been declared a ward of the 
state. 

Rush has not yet responded to allegations 
made in the lawsuit. 

Rush and her husband Benjamin went 
to trial last month on charges of exploita¬ 
tion of an adult more than $300. Prosecu¬ 
tors tried to prove the Rushes used about 
about $180,000 of Waits’ money and prop¬ 


erty for their personal gain while defense 
attorneys argued that Anne Rush was given 
power of attorney by her grandmother and 
could spend the money how she saw fit. 
Prosecutors said the couple spent Waits’ 
money on a pickup truck, horses and dental 
work, among other things. They also deeded 
a 56-acre farm Waits owned on Scmb Grass 
Road to themselves, according to prosecu¬ 
tors. 

The nursing home bill was calcu¬ 
lated into the $180,000 prosecutors 
claimed the Rushes had illegally spent. 
The trial ended in a hung juiy, with one juror 
reporting that the panel agreed that the Rush¬ 
es acted badly but was divided over whether 
they should be convicted of a crime. 

The couple appeared earlier this month 
before Judge Darren Peckler when sched¬ 
uled a date for a second trial was on tap. 

But the attorneys who represented the 
Rushes during the first trial are no longer 
representing the couple, so Peckler allowed 
them another month to get new counsel. 

According to documents attached to 
the civil case, Anne Rush signed docu¬ 
ments with Charleston Health Care to pay 
$200 a day for Waits’ care and that the 
bill continues to accme by that amount. 
Anne Rush has refused to pay the bill on 
several occasions, according to the lawsuit, 
which was filed by Nicholasville attorney 
William Arvin. 

Nicholasville man dies 
when rock smashes through 
windshield 

According to the Lexington Herald-Lead¬ 
er , a man died on March 19 when a piece of 
concrete smashed through the windshield of 
his pickup truck and hit him, Nicholasville 
police said. 

Jessamine County Coroner Michael 
Hughes identified the man as Michael Con¬ 
ley, 63, of Nicholasville. The object hit Con¬ 
ley in the head, and he likely died instantly, 
Hughes said. 

Police Sgt. Scott Harvey said it was un¬ 
clear whether the object fell from another 
vehicle or had been kicked up by traffic. The 
pickup came to rest against a guardrail with¬ 
out striking any other vehicles, according to 
police. 

The accident occurred just be¬ 
fore 9 a.m. on Catnip Hill Road. 
Harvey described the object as a “chunk of 
concrete... smaller than a football, but larger 
than a softball.” 

He said the truck apparently trav¬ 
eled some distance after being sfruck by 
the rock. Officers are hying to pinpoint 
just where the impact occurred, he said. 
Police also are interviewing witnesses and 
will check surveillance video in hopes of de¬ 
termining whether the rock fell from another 
vehicle or was thrown up by traffic, Harvey 
said. A

Auditor’s Responsibility 

Our responsibility is to express an opinion on the financial statement based on our audit. We conducted our audit in accordance with 
auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America, the standards applicable to financial audits contained in 
Government Auditing Standards issued by the Comptroller General of the United States, and the Au dit Qui d? for County Fee Off ic ials 
issued by the Auditor of Public Accounts, Commonwealth of Kentucky. Those standards require that we plan and perform the audit to 
obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statement is free from material misstatement 

An audit involves performing procedures to obtain audit evidence about the amounts and disclosures in the financial statement. The 
procedures selected depend on the auditor’s judgment, including the assessment of the risks of material misstatement of the financial 
statement, whether due to fraud or error. In making those risk assessments, the auditor considers internal control relevant to the 
entity’s preparation and fair presentation of the financial statement in order to design audit procedures that are appropriate in the 
circumstances, but not for the purpose of expressing an opinion on the effectiveness of the entity’s internal control. Accordingly, we 
express no such opinion. An audit also includes evaluating the appropriateness of accounting policies used and the reasonableness of 
significant accounting estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the overall presentation of the financial statement. We 
believe that the audit evidence we have obtained is sufficient and appropriate to provide a basis for our audit opinions. 

Basis for Adverse Opinion on U.S. Generally Accepted Accounting Principles 

As described in Note 1 of the financial statement, the financial statement is prepared by the County Sheriff on the basis of the 
accounting practices prescribed or permitted by the laws of Kentucky to demonstrate compliance with the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky’s regulatory basis of accounting, which is a basis of accounting other than accounting principles generally accepted in the 
United States of America. 

The effects on the financial statement of the variances between the regulatory basis of accounting described in Note 1 and accounting 
principles generally accepted in the United States of America, although not reasonably determinable, are presumed to be material. 
Adverse Opinion on U.S. Generally Accepted Accounting Principles 

In our opinion, because of the significance of the matter discussed in the Basis for Adverse Opinion on U.S. Generally Accepted 
Accounting Principles paragraph, the financial statement referred to above does not present fairly, in accordance with accounting 
principles generally accepted in the United States of America, the financial position of each fund of the County Sheriff, as of 
December 31,2012, or changes in financial position or cash flows thereof for the year then ended. 

Opinion on Regulatory Basis of Accounting 

In our opinion, the financial statement referred to above presents fairly, in all material respects, the revenues, expenditures, and excess 
fees of the County Sheriff for the year ended December 31, 2012, in accordance with the basis of accounting practices prescribed or 
permitted by the Commonwealth of Kentucky as described in Note 1. 

Other Reporting Required by Government Auditing Standards 

In accordance with Government Auditing Standards , we have also issued our report dated November 20,2013 on our consideration of 
the Casey County Sheriff's internal control over financial reporting and on our tests of its compliance with certain provisions of laws, 
regulations, contracts and grant agreements, and other matters. The purpose of that report is solely to describe the scope of our testing 
of internal control over financial reporting and compliance and the results of that testing, and not to provide an opinion on the 
effectiveness of the Casey County Sheriff’s internal control over financial reporting or on compliance. This report is an integral part 
of an audit performed in accordance with Government Auditing Standards in considering the entity’s internal control over financial 
reporting and compliance. 

Based on the results of our audit, we have presented the accompanying comments and recommendations, included herein, which 
discusses the following report comments:

KSP cracking down on drivers who pass on the right side of the road

Drivers who choose to 
pass on the right side of 
the roadway may look up 
to see blue lights in their 
rear view mirror in the fu¬ 
ture. Passing vehicles on 
the shoulder of the road¬ 
way is responsible for nu¬ 
merous accidents across 
the state and the Kentucky 
State Police are cracking 
down on this offense. 

Due to an increase in 
complaints and as a gener¬ 
al reminder, Trooper Billy 
Gregory, public affairs 
officer for Post 15 of Co¬ 


lumbia, distributed a press 
release warning drivers 
about the dangers of pass¬ 
ing on the shoulder. 

“The biggest problem on 
most two-lane highways 
is when a vehicle stops 
to turn left and the driver 
behind them just zooms 
around on the right side 
of the road - whether it’s 
a paved section of road, 
gravel, or a low shoulder,” 
Gregory said. 

While law does allow 
for passing on the right 
of a stopped vehicle that 
is making a left turn, very 
few people actually do it 
correctly.

“Kentucky law says 
that you must come to a 
complete stop behind the 
vehicle, put your turning 
signal on, and properly go 
around the car,” Gregory 


said. “And there must be a 
paved portion that you are 
passing on the right. So if 
it’s gravel or dirt, you can’t 
do it. You have to wait.” 

According to the Ken¬ 
tucky Traffic Collision 
Facts 2012 report, which 
is done in cooperation 
with KSP, improper pass¬ 
ing was a contributing fac¬ 
tor to 1,079 collisions and 
caused eight fatalities. 

“Let’s say there is a car 
stopped to turn left and 
there are two cars coming 
behind it. The one imme¬ 
diately behind the car de¬ 
cides he’s going to zoom 
around him and when he 


does the third car doesn’t 
know what’s going on - he 
doesn’t see the car stopped 
in front of it to turn left. 
He rear-ends the vehicle 
and people get seriously 
hurt,” Gregory said. 

While this is a common 
problem and just another 
example of bad habits de¬ 
veloped by drivers, Greg¬ 
ory hopes that the increase 
awareness will cause the 
problem to be taken seri¬ 
ously. 

“It’s a message that 
people just need to be re¬ 
minded of and we get new 
drivers all the time,” Greg¬ 
ory said. “If we can create 


awareness and make peo¬ 
ple understand what’s go¬ 
ing on, then we can better 
deal with it.” 

The press release stated 
that KSP is asking that all 
drivers make a more con¬ 
certed effort to adhere not 
only to this law but to the 
proper practices of safe 
driving, including slow¬ 
ing at intersections, com¬ 
ing to a complete stop, 
signaling early and every 
time a direction change is 
made, keeping an appro¬ 
priate and safe following 
distance, buckling up, and 
traveling at safe speeds.

in the E-911 budget, and 
$2,850 as a state grant. 

The E-911 figure is up 
$175,000 over the previ¬ 
ous budget. 

“There was a loan on 
some equipment that was 
paid off and we have a car¬ 
ryover this year,” Vaughn 
said. 

On the revenue side of 
the general fund, the lion’s 
share of the proposed $2.2 
million comes from real 
property taxes, $330,000, 


down $10,000; clerk’s ex¬ 
cess fees, $100,000; insur¬ 
ance premium, $750,000, 
up $50,000; AOC reim¬ 
bursement, $220,000, and 
a prior year carryover of 
$250,000. 

For the road fund, nearly 
$1.5 million comes from 
the county road aid fund, 
$400,000 from transporta¬ 
tion reimbursement, and 
$204,285 from truck li¬ 
cense fees. 

Salaries 

The judge-executive’s 


salary, set by the state, is 
budgeted at $85,680, an 
increase of $2,338 over 
last year and up $3,764 
since FY 2012-13. 

Magistrates will be paid 
$14,875, an increase of 
roughly $63. Magistrates 
received a $300 increase 
last year. 

The preliminary bud¬ 
get has pay for sheriff’s 
deputies up $2,000, from 
$78,000 last year. 

The county attorney’s 
salary increases $75 to 
$20,275. 


The jailer’s salary stayed 
the same at $83,342.45. 

Casey County’s Coroner 
will earn $8,500, up $50 
from last year.

other expenditures to run 
the facility, was down 
$181,800. 

Miller’s salary will stay 
the same at $83,342.45 
and, due to some layoffs, 
jail staff salaries were 
$950,000, which is down 
$50,000. 

Other areas that de¬ 


creased from the previous 
year included food which 
decreased by $40,000 to 
$240,000, and routine 
medical, which is estimat¬ 
ed to cost $280,000, also 
down $40,000. 

In January the jail re¬ 
negotiated their contract 
with Advance Correctional 
Healthcare, which was one 
reason for the decrease in 


medical expenses. 

“We renegotiated our 
health contract with Ad¬ 
vance Health, which is 
based on population, so 
since our numbers are 
down, they’re not there to 
see patients,” Miller said. 
“They renegotiated our 
contract and lowered the 
costs. We saved quite a bit 
on that.” 


Miller cautioned that the 
budget is just an estimate 
and that it’s hard to pre¬ 
dict a budget when you’re 
dealing with people. 

For example, you never 
know when an inmate will 
get sick and what medical 
expenses will cost, Miller 
said.

“(Garrard) is a good ball 
club,” said Coach Greg 
Hammond. “Our first 
three games (this year) are 
really good teams in the 
state.

vs. Clinton County 

What could have been 
a competitive game and 
possibly a win for Casey,

County. The Rebels lost

“We got out to a good 
lead at the top of the first 
then made three or four 
errors in the bottom of 
the first,” said Hammond. 
“(After that) we weren’t 
hustling; we weren’t fo¬ 
cused.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF LIBERTY, KENTUCKY, 

ANNEXING INTO THE CITY OF LIBERTY, KENTUCKY, 

CERTAIN TERRITORIES OWNED BY THE FOLLOWING ENTITIES AND INDIVIDUALS: 
COMMONWEALTH OF KENTUCKY AND CONTAINING 2.090 ACRES MORE OR LESS, ROGER 
MORRIS AND CONTAINING 5.77 ACRES MORE OR LESS, THE CASEY COUNTY INDUSTRIAL 
DEVELOPMENT COMPANY, INC. AND CONTAINING 21.529 ACRES MORE OR LESS AND 
WILLIAM AND FRANCINE MORRIS AND CONTAINING 5.539 ACRES MORE OR LESS 
WHEREAS, the Commonwealth of Kentucky, Robert Morris, Casey County Industrial Development 
Company, Inc. and William and Francine Morris desire to annex property of approximately 34.935 acres 
located on South Highway 127, outside the corporate limits of the City of Liberty, Kentucky, and by
